“Coup” of John Farson.

Masslich and Charles F. Davies went to 
Judge Hanecy’s residence and laid the case 
before him.

Judge Grants Injunction. 

So did Judge Hanecy, and forthwith -he 
granted the injunction praged for by Mass- 
lich & Davies.

He 
said deplorable conditions existed among the 
foreign colony, particularly among the Bo- 
hemians. 

Extracts from Catechism. 

The speaker stirred the convention by giv- 
ing some translations of extracts from a 
catechism he said was taught In Bohemian 
‘Sunday schools” in Chicago. Such ques- 
tions as these, he said, were asked, with their 
answers: 

Q.—What is God? A.—It is a word designating 
a supernatural being which people invented and 
thought out for themselves. God never reveaied 
himself, for there is no God. 

Q.—What is heaven? A.—It is a place imagined 
by the church and used as faith for believers. 

Q.—Has a man a soul? A.—WNo, it is an invention 
of the church, | 
Q—What is the church? A.—It is a society of 
people believing in something of which they know 
nothing, and who, with their money, keep «4 large 
crowd of useless and lazy beings called priests 
and ministers. 

Q.—Are faith, hope, and love virtues? A.—They 
are not virtues, but the contrary. They are super- 
stitions, and every superstition is a disgrace. - 

Q—Ought we to pray? A.—We ought not. It is 
a loss of time. 


Dogma for 12,000 Children. 

The speaker declared that this sort of 
“ stuff and rubbish” was taught 12,000 Bo- 
hemian children. 

Mr. Clissold said that emigration: to this 
country forty years ago gave 91 per cent 
from northern Europe. During this time 
that 91 per cent has shrunk to 20, the other 
20 per cent coming from the southern por- 
tion of Europe. While the first immigrants 
were largely English speaking, those arriv- 
ing now are foreign and alien. This, he said, 
was a serious problem for the United States, 
as it meant a greater population antagonis- 
tic to American institutions.

FOG HIDES EXHAUSTED ARMIES, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) | 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 21, 2:30 a. m— 
Apart from skirmishes and exploits of scout- 
ing parties, there is almost a complete sus- 
pension of operations in Manchuria. Rain, 
impassable roads, and exhausted armies are 
factors sufficient in themselves to explain 


absolute secrecy, but the obscurity renders 
absolutely dangerous any attempt at a Yor- 
ward movement. When the curtain of mist 
is lifted the fighting may be resumed under 
totally changed conditions. 

Correspondents at the Russian front record 
a successful repulse of a night attack on Rus- 
sian outposts in the early hours of Oct. 19, 
The Russians pursued the Japanese and cap- 
tured a gun, which, under the cover of the 
fog, they were able to remove. 


Wild Flight of Rumors. | 

The wild flight of rumors continues in Bt. 
Petersburg, the rout or capture of Japanese 
division or battalions and scores of guns al- 
ternating with alarmist stories of Gen. 
Kouropatkin's retreat on Mukden, all equally 
untrue. 

The war office declares that there have 
| been no serious developments since the cap- 
ture of Lone Tree hill last Sunday, and de- 
nies the report that a Russian battalion had 
been annihilated in trying to recross the 
Taitze river. A prominent genera! sald: 

“It is absurd to suppose that a battalion ~ 
was still on the other side of the Taitze river 
when the whole of the eastern flank had 
withdrawn sixteen miles north of the river.” 

As to the stories of Gen. Kouropatkin’s re- 
treat, it is sufficient to refer to the energetie 
scouting behind the Japanese lines to show 
that the Russian commander is determined 
to engage the enemy as soon as the weather 
permits. 

One Disaster Averted. 

A correspondent of the Russky Listok 
sends to that paper a graphic account of the 
fighting by Gen. Bilderling’s corps Oct. 12, 
when the Russian right flank was broken. 
It now develops that disaster was averted 
solely by the timely arrival of Gen. Sobo- 
leff's Sixth Siberian corps, composed almost - 
entirely of reservists, and many regiments 
of which were experiencing their first taste 
of actual war. 

The correspondent telegraphs that Gen. 
Oku’s desperate onslaught forced back Gen. 
Bilderling and drove in Stakhovich's cavalry, 
which was guarding Bilderling’s right. The 
situation was most critical, but the Sixth 
corps came up and supported Bilderling, 
and things assumed a brighter aspect. The 
fighting was exceedingly furious. 

Two reserve corps regiments which ha@ 
never before been under fire bore the brunt 
of the Japanese advance, and obstinately 
held their ground. The following day the 
battle was resumed with the fullest inten- 
sity. The Japanese threw themselves head- 
long against the positions of the Sixth and 
| Seventeenth corps. | 

The fighting continued the whole day, de- | 
spite a terrific downpour of rain and a fearful 
thunderstorm. A Japanese battery dashed 
out from Gen. Oku’s right and opened a 
deadly fire upon the Russian trenches, until 
the Tenth artillery brigade came tnto action. 


Sixteenth Corps to Go. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
Sixteenth army corps will be the next to 
start for the front. This corps is stationed 
at Vitebsk and belongs to the military dis- 
trict of Vilna, which is going out as a part 
of the second Manchurian army under the 
former chief of the Vilna district, Gen. Grip- 
penberg. The corps probably will leave Vil- 
na on Nov. &, direct for Harbin. 

Emperor Nicholas has received no report 
from Gen. Stoeeseil, the military commander 
at Port Arthur, since Oct. 10.

LAW WILL HIT GHURCHES. 


REQUIRE RECONSTRUCTION. 


Proposed Measure Provides That 
Steeples, Not Fireproof, Can Be Used 
Only When Structure Is Sufficiently | 
Detached—Regulates the Width of 
Aisles and Places Houses of Wor- 
ship in Grade with Class 4 Theaters— 
Exits and Stairways Prescribed. 


Many Chicago churches must be altered or 
rebuilt if the building ordinance approved 
yesterday by the council committee becomes 
a law. By the provisions of the measure 
buildings of class 4, which include churches, 
lodgerooms, and halls which have no mov- 
able scenery, will be under as strict regula- 
the theaters now are. 

It is provided that churches and similar 
buildings seating more than 700 persons must 
have for each hall a facing on three open 


lic street, while the two others, if not streets, 
shall be alleys at least ten feet wide, open- 
ing directly on a public street. A fireproo’ 
passageway or tunnel seven feet wide may 
be used in place of either or both alleys if 
leading to a public thoroughfare. 


Large Ones Must Be Fireproof. 


Any buildings used wholly or partly for 
class 4 purposes shall be built entirely of fire- 
proof construction if the halls have an ag- 
gregate seating capacity of more than 1,500 
persons. It is provided further that any 
building more than sixty feet high and con- 
nected with any class 4 building must be of 
entirely fireproof construction, and if less 
than sixty feet high of mill, slow burning, or 
fireproof construction. | 

The section on spires is as follows: 

“ Spires, cupolas, and cones of nonfireproof 
material may be erected as part of any house 
of public worship if the dome is used for such 
purposes only, and if the structure is not 
nearer than twenty feet to any lineof the lot 
on which it stands, streets and alleys ex- 
cepted; and such nonfireproof spires may be 
maintained only while this space of twenty 
feet is unoccupied. 

“If the conditions of such buildings be so 
changed that there shall not be a vacant 
space as required, then the spire, cupola, or 
dome shall forthwith be taken down.”’ 


Floor Levels Are Limited. 


Floor levels are limited as follows: 
In buildings. occupied either wholly or in 


of a greater seating capacity than 1,000 shall 
have the highest part of its main floor ata 
greater distance than ten feet above the 
adjacent sidewalk grade. No room or rooms 
used for these purposes, seating more than 
500, shall be higher from the sidewalk grade 
than thirty feet. If seating up to 200 persons 
the height of the level is limited to forty-five 
feet, but rooms in fireproof buildings seating 
less than 500 persons may be located in any 
story. In such a case two distinct flights of 
stairs to the floors are required. 

Stairways in class 4 buildings must be 
eighteen inches wide for every 100 persons of 
the seating capacity. Balconies, galleries, 
and second galleries must be designated as 
such. Each gallery must have separate en- y 
trances and exits or one exit equal to the 
aggregate capacity ofall aisles or corridors 
leading to it. 

Aisies must be at least two and one-half 
feet wide and kept free of chairs and camp 
stools, and no person is to be allowed to stand 
in or occupy the passageways. Seats in one 
row between aisles must not exceed fourteen. 
Halls seating 800 or more persons shall have 
emergency exits. Doors must open outward, 
Portable fire extinguishers must be kept.

his family. It wags the opinion of this confer- 
ence that Parker, if elected, would become 
amenable to the same influences which were 
used to control Cleveland.

Money in Separate Fund. 

My friend assured me that all these confer- 
ences had actually been held; and he even 
produced typewritten reports summarizing 
the result of:each talk. As to the outcome, 
he declared that the necessary funds had 
been pledged to finance the Parker campaign, 
and that this was a separate treasury ac- 
count from the regular campaign fund dis- 
bursed through the ordinary channels.

Working in New York.

KNOX TELLS OF TRUST ISSUES. 


In Speech at Union League Club He De- 
scribes Difficulties Roosevelt 
Had to Meet. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[{Special.]—Senator P. 
C. Knox, former attorney general, in a speech 
at the Union League club tonight told of the 
trust situation that confronted President 
Roosevelt when he assumed office. 

The corporations, notably the railways and 
the packers, Mr. Knox said, had adopted new 
devices which appeared to leave them safe 
from the operations of the interstate com- 
mercelaw. Instead of accepting the corpora- 
tion construction of the laws the president 
caused to be instituted four suits touching 
upon points never before tested in court. 

While these suits were pending congress 
sought to devise new legislation, and there 
were fifty-one bills and resolutions before 
congress to choose from. 

' Upon this point Senator Knox sald: 


“TI had the honor to be deputed by the 


president to express the conclusions he had 
reached and did so. It was stated to be the 
president's view that the end desired was that 
combinations of capital should be regulated 
and not destroyed, and that while effectual 
measures should be taken to correct the ten- 
dency towards monopoly, yet even the sug- 
gestion of legislation regulating the business 
interests of the country beyond the point 
necessary to accomplish that end was a thing 
to be avoided. | 

“That it’ was believed that a monopoly in 
any industry would be impossible in this 
country, where money is abundant and 
cheap and in the hands or within the reach 
of keen and capable men, if competition were 
assured a fair and open field and progected 
against unfair, artificial, and discriminating 
practices. 

The president's suggestions were prompt- 
ly acted upon and became a law before the 
expiration of that session of congress.”

A Hint to the Housekeeper. 
© much is said nowadays of the train- 
ing of women to understand different 
kinds of housework and of the training 
of servants to more efficient service, 
etc., it seems to me that the house- 
keeper not only needs to know about the work 
that is to be done in ‘her house but her heart 
as well as her head should be more developed. 

Most people agree that the reason why do- 
mestic service ddés"not appeal more readily 
to the worker, even with the high wages paid 
to servants, is that the chances for social 
life are so few and always subject to great 
uncertainty. That seéms to be the great rea 
son' why women do not‘care to come into our 
houses to work for us, 

But there are other reasons, which we can 
help if we are only thoubtful and consider- 
ate of their right, if no higher motive than 
fairness and duty actuate us. 

In the first place, their appliances for work 
should be just as convenient Aas can be made. 
The sink and tables should be high enough 
for the worker not to be obliged to double up 
in dOing-her task. She should have light and 
air in abundance. and some place where she 
can have her friends come to her. Her sleep- 
ing: room should be comfortable, with all ne- 
cessities of good quality and in repair; and

The modern college bred girl, accus- 
tomed to having a reason given for every- 
thing, refuses to accept this when she at- 
tempts to do the daily round of work which 
constitutes the drudgery of housekeeping. 
When she is told the reason for cooking 
things in certain ways, the property of foods, 
and other scientific facts, she finds cooking 
the most interesting subject in the world. 

“Women prefer impure products to good 
ones, according to statements of manufac- 
turers. The man who sends out pure jellies 
or catsups has them returned because they 
do not ‘ keep.’ He then sends out some con- 
taining preservatives. It ‘keeps,’ and the 
housekeeper is satisfied.”" -

COMBATS THE THEORY THAT 
CONSUMPTION IS HEREDITARY. 


Dr. Charles L. Mix Declares the Disease 
Is Simply a Result of Infection and 


Not of Predisposition. 


. That consumption is no more hereditary 
than smallpox or scarlet fever was contend 
ed last night by Dr. Charles L. Mix, vici 
president of the Chicago Neurological so 
ciety in a popular science lecture in the Pub- 
lic Library building. : 

Dr. Mix denied specificaily Dr.’ Koch's te 
ory of hereditary predisposition to tuber 
culosis.. He cited statistics to show the dis- 
ease is merely a result of infection or ex- 

re. 

“Members of families in which consump- 
tion has appeared need not be haunted by 
a fear of the disease, provided they do not 
expose themselves to consumption germs,”’ 
said Dr. Mix, “‘ nor should members of fami- 
ites in which it has not appeared believe they 
are immune. . The hereditary theory is based 
on the unscientific argument that since con- 
sumption appears in certain families and not 
in others it must be inherited. 

** No satisfactory theory why consumption 
is more frequent between the ages of 20 and 
30 ever has been advanced. Why do one- 
third of ail stenographers die of consump- 
tion and only one-tenth of those engaged 
in outside work show ‘ hereditary predispo- 
sition’? Why do bookkeepers show a death 
rate of nearly 28 per cent? The reason that 
girls suffer more from consumption than 
boys is because they are at home taking care 
of the consumptive parents.”

Gress by the Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington of 
New York, pleading for his famous amend- 
ment. This is claimed to be in behalf of the 
Swedes of the northwest, who want to go to 
the Episcopal church when they immigrate 
rather than to the Lutheran one, because 
Laitherans in Sweden have bishops and those 
in America do not. Leastwise the Episcopa- 
lians seem to think that many want to come 
4o them. These swedes want to keep their 
old liturgy, however, and the Huntington pro- 
vision would ger them to do so. |
